Documents can not be supplied by this Office free to individuals, 
nor can they be forwarded in advance of payment. 

Documents entered in this catalogue that are for sale by the Super- 
intendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., are indicated by a 
star (*) preceding the price named. A dagger (f) indicates that appli- 
cation should be made to the Department, Bureau, or Division issuing 
the document, a double dagger ({) indicates that the document is not 
obtainable, and whenever additional information concerning the method 
of procuring a document seems necessary it will be found under the name 
of the Bureau. The Senate and House documents and reports are issued 
in limited editions and, unless otherwise indicated, may be obtained only 
through Members of Congress. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents give 
the name of the issuing Department, Bureau, or Division, and title. If 
publication is numbered give number also. Do not order by Library of 
Congress card number. 

Read carefully the instructions ‘‘ How to remit,’’ found at the bottom 
of the next page. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to over a 
million, of which several hundred thousand are assorted, forming the 
sales stock. Many rare books are included, but under the law all must 
be sold ‘‘at cost,’’ regardless of their age or scarcity.

Notes OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Senate document 645, 61st Congress, 2d session, Report on condition 
of woman and child wage earners in the United States, is still making 
its way through the press. From the fact that vol. 8, Juvenile delin- 
quency and its relation to employment, was published during June, and 
vol. 7, Conditions under which children leave school to go to work, is a 
July publication, it might be inferred that the publication is proceeding 
backward, which of course is not the case. In the preparation of such 
an extensive series (19 vols.), all the material being drawn from origi- 
nal sources, it is the rule rather than the exception that various happen- 
ings prevent the appearance of the volumes in unbroken numerical 
sequence as planned. 

Labor Bureau Bulletin 93, the latest issue in this series, besides the 
usual summaries of information, considers in detail two subjects of 
unusual interest, namely: Wholesale prices, 1890 to 1910, and Cost of 
living in Great Britain, Germany, France, Belgium, and the United 
States. 

The Hagerstown loam, the 7th number in the series entitled Soils of 
the eastern United States and their use, has been published as Soils 
Bureau Circular 29. The Hagerstown loam is disintegrated blue lime- 
stone and ‘‘easily holds high rank among the most fertile soils in the 
eastern part of the United States.’’ It is found in the great valley 
extending from eastern Pennsylvania across central Maryland and 
through western Virginia into Tennessee, Kentucky, and northern Ala- 
bama, called the Cumberland valley in Pennsylvania, the Hagerstown 
valley in Maryland, and the Shenandoah valley in Virginia. Other num- 
bers in this series which have been issued are: 9. The Miami clay loam 
(Circular 31); 10. The Marshall silt loam (Circular 32); 11. The Knox 
silt loam (Circular 33); 12. The Carrington loam (Circular 34). Others 
will follow. Five cents each from the Superintendent of Documents. 

A Yearbook paper, entitled The eradication of cattle tuberculosis in 
the District of Columbia, has been separately issued in a 5 cent pamphlet. 
It does not claim that cattle tuberculosis has been absolutely extirpated 
in the District, but that such very marked progress has been made toward 
extirpation as to ensure success and to afford a valuable object lesson to 
other communities which may wish to ensure the purity of their milk 
supply. The method pursued was the tuberculin test and the slaughter 
of all ‘‘reactors,’’ reactors being those cows which reacted to the tuber- 
culin test and thus revealed their tuberculous condition. Autopsies on 
the ‘‘reactors” demonstrated the reliability of the tuberculin test. 

Vol. 39, Land decisions, is out of press and on sale at $1.75 a copy in 
buckram binding. The page following the title-page carries this legend: 
‘This publication (volumes | to 39 and Digest covering volumes | to 30, 
inclusive), is held forsale by the Superintendent of Documents, Office 
of the Public Printer, Washington, D. C., to whom all correspondence 
relating thereto should be addressed.”’

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Upton’s Military policy of the United States has been again reprinted. 
Sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 65 cents a copy in durable 
cloth binding. 

Farmers’ bulietin 456, with the title Our grosbeaks and their value to 
agriculture, gives reasons why farmers should protect the grosbeaks 
instead of killing them. Our grosbeaks are finches and finches are little 
birds which eat a few peas and a few fruits and a great many noxious 
weed seeds and more noxious insect pests. 

Education Bureau Bulletin 2, series of 1911, Opportunities for graduate 
study in agriculture in the United States, is a list of the various American 
colleges and universities which offer to graduate students courses in 
various studies related to modern agriculture. The scope and charac- 
ter of different courses are described. The entrance conditions are the 
equivalent of a 4-year high-school course. The information brought 
together in the pamphlet will interest a large number of persons, the 
tendency toward advanced agricultural study being now great and 
growing. 

The report of the commissioner of corporations on the steel industry 
has been summarized. Part 1 of the summary, describing the organiza- 
tion, investment, profits, and position of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, can be supplied for 10 cents a copy. 

The Interior Department has made a 15-page list of the magazine arti- 
cles relating to the national parks, reservations, and monuments. The 
list has several hundred entries, and is believed to be substantially com- 
plete to the end of the year 1910. 

Second-class mail matter, its uses and abuses, is the title of an address 
by third assistant Postmaster-General Britt, now published in a pamphlet. 
Besides the discussion of 2d-class mail problems, the statements are 
incidentally made that the employees of the Post-Office Department 
number more than 300,000, that its annual mail transportation aggregates 
965,000,000 miles, and that it is the largest business establishment in the 
world. 

The 1910 annual report of the chief of ordnance, U. 8. A., published in 
November last in paper covers and without appendix or index, is now 
out in red cloth with appendix and index all complete. 

Tests of metals, 1910, is a modest volume of 254 pages, now ready for 
sale at 45 cents in cloth. The corresponding issue for 1909 appeared in 
April, 1911, in 3 large volumes. 

Vol. 10, reports, appendix, and index, completing the publication of the 
proceedings before the Interstate Commerce Commission in the matter of 
the proposed advance of railroad freight rates, has now been published. 
The Commission refused its assent to the proposed advances. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has issued in an oblong pamphlet 
a series of plates illustrating the standards for railroad safety appliances 
which the Commission has established. Sold by the Superintendent of 
Documents at 10 cents. 

Translocation of plant food and elaboration of organic plant material 
in wheat seedlings is the title of Chemistry Bureau Bulletin 138, which 
has the additional distinction of being the first public document to be 
illustrated by graphs, of which it has two.

The Indian Affairs Office has published a handy leaflet of information 
concerning Indian lands for sale under Government supervision. There 
are many such lands now offered on Indian reservations in California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Kansas, Minnesota, Montana, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Washington, Wisconsin, and 
Wyoming, thus giving a wide range for se.ection. 

The 1910 annual report of the Life-Saving Service brings to lighta new 
peril of the waters. Of 1,046 vessels involved in disasters of various 
kinds, 650, or 62 per cent, were gasoline motor boats, and of the 3,013 
persons brought in danger, 2,188, or 73 per cent, were on motor boats. 

The official title of the case popularly known as the Cunningham coal 
claims in Alaska it appears is The United States v. Andrew A. Scofield 
et al., and under this title has been published a pamphlet containing the 
decision of Commissioner Dennett, the letter of Secretary Fisher, and the 
correspondence of the Secretary with E. C. Hughes. 

Water-supply paper 274, Some stream waters of the western United 
States, presents the results of chemical analyses of numerous waters which 
are likely to be utilized on the Government’s irrigation projects. 15 
cents. 

Hydrographic Office publication 87 is the International code of signals, 
issued biennially. The 1911 edition, which is bound in buckram and 
sold by the Superintendent of Documents at $1.20, contains colored 
prints of the flags of the principal maritime nations and a variety of 
information essential to nautical men. 

The librarian is coming into recognition as an important official and 
one to be reckoned with even by high dignitaries. House document 68, 
62d Congress, ordered printed June 12, 1911, is a letter from the Acting 
Secretary of War, transmitting to Congress the report of Lieut.-Col. H.C. 
Scott, recommending the destruction of an extensive lot of accounts and 
other documents connected with the military occupation of Cuba by 
the United States, which the officer declared to have neither official nor. 
historical value, an estimate confirmed by several indorsements from 
general officers. House document 92,, of the same Congress, ordered’ 
printed just one month later (July 12), is another letter from the Acting | 
Secretary of War, in which he states that the Librarian of Congress thinks 
the documents in question are historically valuable, whereupon the 
Acting Secretary withdraws his recommendation for their destruction. 

Farmers’ bulletin 454 tells one of the best stories of farm manage- 
ment and farm success that have been told in many a day. The title is 
A successful New York farm. 5 cents. 

Manufactures Bureau’s Miscellaneous series no. 6 is called Promotion’ 
of commerce. It is an outline of the service maintained by the Manu- 
factures Bureau and other bureaus and offices of the Government of the 
United States which aid in the promotion of commerce. The work of 
the Superintendent of Documents is favorably mentioned. 

The address of the Attorney-General on New States and constitutions, 
at the Yale Law School, June 19, has been published as Senate docu- 
ment 62, 62d Congress. 

The President’s address on Reciprocity, at Indianapolis July 4, has 
been published as Senate document 63, 62d Congress. 
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There is a new 10 cent pamphlet compilation, Laws relating to the 
reclamation of arid lands by the United States. 

American nautical almanac for 1913 is out. 30 cents. 

The General Land Office has issued a pamphlet of information con- 
cerning the opening of the Fort Berthold and Rosebud Indian reserva- 
tions to settlement May 1, 1912. The first named is in North Dakota 
and the second in South Dakota. 

An additional list of references on the taxation of incomes has been 
published by the Library of Congress. 20 cents. 

Class L, Education, in the library classification of the Library of 
Congress, has been printed in large octavo size, 160 pages. Sold by the 
Superintendent of Documents at 25 cents. 

Arizona is a Territory in which irrigation is extensively practiced by 
the Government and by private enterprise. Experiment Stations 
Office Bulletin 235 tells about it. 20 cents. 

The Census Bureau’s final revised announcement of the population 
of cities shows that this opulent and thrice-blessed country has 3 cities 
of more than a million inhabitants; 19 cities numbering more than 
250,000; 50 of over 100,000, and 178 of between 25,000 and 100,000; 
altogether, 247 cities exceeding 25,000 in number of residents. For a 
Government which had at its beginning but one city of such dimen- 
sions, this is doing reasonably well. 

Daily river stages at river gage stations on the principal rivers of the 
United States, part 10, for the years 1909 and 1910, isa substantial quarto, 
published by the Weather Bureau and priced at $4.75 a copy. It is 
but one of many Government publications embodying the results of 
scientific study of the quantity, quality, location, etc., of our most 
valuable mineral resource, water. This publication was listed in the 
Monthly catalogue for June, page 678. 


COMMERCE COURT DECISIONS 


The Commerce Court, composed of five circuit judges, was created 
by act of Congress approved June 18, 1910. It considers appeals from 
the orders of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and its decisions 
are therefore of importance to transportation interests and other busi- 
ness interests. 

While the Court has been organized and hearing cases for some time, 
the official publication of its decisions has only recently begun. Nos. 
1, 2, 5, 6, and 9 have been printed separately in pamphlet form, docu- 
ment octavo size, without cover, similar to the advance sheets of the 
decisions of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

As but a limited distribution will be made by the Court, the general 
public must depend for its supply on the Superintendent of Documents, 
who will print editions for sale. As little is yet known of the number, 
size, and periods of publication of these decisions, it is not possible at 
present to fix a definite price for them. As a temporary expedient, the 
name of any person or firm remitting $1.00 will be placed on the mailing 
list to receive these decisions. When a more definite arrangement. 
becomes practicable further announcement will be made. 
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THE CROP REPORTER AND THE CROP REPORTS 


The monthly newspaper published by the Statistics Bureau, Agricul- 
ture Department, under the title Crop reporter, is true to its title, being 
given up altogether to the publication of the crop reports of this and 
foreign countries. It was begun May, 1900, as a quarto of four pages. 
At the beginning of its 2d year, May, 1900, the number of pages was 
increased to eight. This size has been continued to the present time, 
and it can not conveniently be increased. 

The volume of reports, however, insists on increasing, and has at last 
caused the Crop reporter to overflow. The overflow is being taken up 
in circulars of the Statistics Bureau. Circular 19 carries the foreign 
crop reports for May, 1911, and circular 20 carries the reports of the same 
class for June. In previous years these reports have been printed in the 
Crop reporter. Statistics Bureau Circular 21, which at the time of 
writing is in press, will give the foreign crop reports for July, and circular 
22 will carry the tobacco crop reports for the same month. The Novem- 
ber tobacco report will also be printed as a circular. The cotton reports 
for the current crop season will, as heretofore, be published in the Crop 
reporter. 


OBJECT LESSONS IN SANITATION 


The chief of the Government organizations for the protection and pro- 
motion of health is the Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service of the 
Treasury Department. This Service has issued numerous pamphlets on 
topics relating to diseases and their prevention which have been widely 
distributed through sale by the Superintendent of Documents and 
otherwise. 

The Service has now issued a new form of publication, appealing to 
the eye as well as to the mind. It is a set of large-scale charts, nine in 
number, mounted on strong cloth, with rollers and hangers, ready for 
immediate use. The nine charts are combined in one group, and 
arranged to turn over and over, so that one after another may be shown 
to an audience or class. These charts are not maps. They are pic- 
tures—graphic representations of objects which have been much written 
about of late in publications relating to sanitation. The charts have 
various titles: Nos. 1, 2, Soil pollution; 3-7, Hookworms; 8, Hookworm 
patients; 9, Sanitary toilets. 

These charts, thus thoroughly mounted and made sufficiently durable 
for years of use, are sold by the Superintendent of Documents at $3.00 
for the set. 


STATUTES AT LARGE 


Vol. 36, laws of the 61st Congress, has been published in two unusually 
large parts, aggregating more than 3.500 pages. The books are, as usual, 
bound in full law sheep. Part 1, Public laws, is priced at $2.75, and 
Part 2 at $3.25.

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RECIPROCITY 


The act providing for a reciprocal exchange of commodities with 
Canada at reduced duties or no duties at all, which was approved by the 
President July 26, 1911, has been published in pamphlet form as Public 
no. 3 and is sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 5 cents. The 
act has not yet been passed by the Canadian Parliament and therefore 
has not become effective. The Parliament has been dissolved and a new 
election called, in which the Ministry will endeavor to secure a majority 
favorable to reciprocity. 


BUREAU DISCONTINUED 


The Bureau of Statistics and Accounts, Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, has been discontinued since its chief, Mr. Henry C. Adams, has 
left the service of the Commission. The work formerly done by the 
Bureau is now divided between the Division of Statistics and the Divi- 
sion of Carriers’ Accounts. 

The first document published by the new Division of Statistics is 
Bulletin of the revenues and expenses of steam roads in the United States 
for the month of April, 1911, being number 28 in that series. All publi- 
cations emanating from either of the divisions will be entered in the 
Monthly catalogue under Interstate Commerce Commission. 


THE INDIAN HANDBOOKS 


Ethnology Bureau Bulletin 40, Handbook of American Indian lan- 
guages, of which thus far only part 1 has been issued, will have several 
other parts, three or four at least, and will be several years in course of 
composition and publication. It is to be said, however, that the parts 
are not interdependent. Each one discusses a group of languages, and 
so far as those languages are concerned is complete and not dependent 
on the other parts. Part 1 is on sale by the Superintendent of Documents 
at $1.25 cloth bound. 

Ethnology Bureau Bulletin 30, Handbook of American Indians north 
of Mexico, was recently complete in two parts, but has been made incom- 
plete again by the supply of part 1 giving out under the increased demand 
which sprang up as soon as part 2 was issued. A new print of part 1, in 
which a few corrections will be made, has now been ordered. It may be 
a month before the complete work can again be supplied. 


NEW EDITIONS, ADVANCE SHEETS, BOUND VOLUMES 


The 61st Congress, 3d session, ordered a new revised edition of the 
Government Report on diseases of the horse, 100,000 copies, and a like 
edition of the Government Report on diseases of cattle. The new horse 
book is in press, but the manuscript for the cattle book has not yet been 
sent to the Public Printer. 

There will be two volumes of Treasury decisions this year, January- 
June and July-December. The weekly pamphlet decisions for the first 
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half of the year have all been sent to subscribers, but the index has not 
yet been printed nor the permanent volume bound. The pamphlets of 
vol. 21 (for the last half of 1911) are now going out. 

Volume 20, Interstate Commerce Commission reports, is relatively in 
the same condition as vol. 20, Treasury decisions. 


DATES OF ISSUE OF THE MONTHLY CATALOGUE 


The Governing Council of the American Library Association, in session 
at Pasadena, Cal., May 23, 1911, adopted a resolution urging the Super- 
intendent of Documents to publish ‘‘if possible” a daily or weekly 
checklist of public documents, so that librarians might be sooner informed 
than by the Monthly catalogue concerning the actual status of documents 
which they see mentioned in the daily papers. Under date of June 28, 
1911, the Secretary of the Association, Mr. George B. Utley, sent to the 
Superintendent of Documents official information of the passage of the 
resolution. July 6, 1911, Mr. Utley was officially informed of the reasons 
why the issue of the proposed new daily or weekly periodical is not 
possible. 

As it is likely that this information may not reach all interested librari- 
ans, a few further words on the general subject it is hoped will not be 
thought out of place. Ina preamble to the A. L. A. resolution of May 23 
it is stated that the Monthly catalogue ‘‘is not published until several 
weeks after the period covered by each issue.’’ ‘‘Several” is an indefi- 
nite term. Two might be considered ‘‘several.’’ The statement there- 
fore may be accepted as literally correct, though its implication, that the 
catalogue is many weeks behind date, is not correct. The Monthly 
catalogue is required to show what documents have been published 
during a month. Evidently, therefore, its compilation can not be com- 
pleted until after the close of the month. The compilation is always 
completed within three or four days after the month closes. Sometimes 
the printing does not follow as quickly as one would like. This may 
seem strange to librarians, to whom the Monthly catalogue is perhaps the 
most important of all the public documents. If, however, they were in 
Washington they would soon realize that there are several other Govern- 
ment concerns, and some of them bigger and more exacting than the 
Documents Office. There is one known as the Congress of the United 
States which calls for thousands of pages of printing where the Documents 
Office calls for one, and which, when it calls for the right of way in the 
Government Printing Office (or anywhere else), is able to get it. The 
printing of the Superintendent of Documents receives every considera- 
tion in the Government Printing Office which it is possible to give, but 
it can not command the right of way over Congress, President, and 
Cabinet. 

It has been a long time since the Monthly catalogue has failed to be 
mailed during the month following its date, often by the middle of the 
month. It is to be noted, also, that its information is quite different 
from that of ‘‘press notices.’’ It enters only documents that have been 
actually received, and its descriptions are minute and accurate. In its 
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preliminary pages it gives such advance information of forthcoming 
documents as can be officially secured and vouched for. There is a 
habit in some Government offices of giving the newspaper reporters 
information of proposed publications before the copy is ready for the 
printer, and sometimes before pen has been put to paper. Plans thus 
prematurely announced are subject to change and the advance notice 
may thus mislead the reader. Readers of the Monthly catalogue are 
not thus misled. 

The Superintendent of Documents is confident that those librarians 
who keep well informed recognize his purpose to do everything for the 
great library interest of the country that the limitations of the law and the 
Executive pressure upon his and other administrative offices for economy
